drink him even in your simplest beverage, 
water. 
Without the sun no blood could 


flow in your vuins; your whole 
corporal 


vitality, your very bodily lifo is the result of 
tho overflowings of his bounty. 


Nor is that all we owo to our great cen- 


tral luminary. The physical forces with 
which we arc acquainted—heat, light, elec- 
tricity, magnetism, chemical affinity and 
motion—assuming each 
other's form* and 


action—believed in all probability to be ono 
in their common birth and origin, are direct 
emanations from the sun.

CREDIT. 


Tbo uioclem system of credit, with the 


banking system that has arisen to be its 
agent end exponent, is no.i strictly a creation 
oC the present century, but has obtained in 
it BO sudden and vast a development that it 
might bo con side rod aa such. 
Debt and 


credit there bare been in nil ages ; but tho 
time is not far behind when there wero UP 
untioiiP.I debts, no bnnkuotes, iio commer- 
cial paper iu etibtyumry circulation, no debts 
but such ns were contracted between two in- 
dividuals standing face to fnco ; now debt 
and credit are- tho elements in which the 
world's economy lives, moves, aud has its 
being. The spirit of commerce., wo hare- 
said, has become ubiquitous. 
AVith 
com- 


merce goes credit as its inseparable accom- 
paniment,working to like effect, and making 
still more of that mobility which is the pe- 
culiar modern condition. 


Ill Komo sense, 
credit is the flower of 


civilization, that is. of tbo human virtue 
which makes 
and sustains 
civilization. 


What is it at bottom -but a trust of man in 
man so stable, so guaranteed, that it passes 
in tho market, counted as gold? Between 
man and man, however, in mere individual 
relation, no such trust ever did or can arise 
on a scale to become a great Focial agent. 
Only a virtue which has tlio breadth and, 
coherence of a state, and the effect of law, 
begets it: only a system of social order so 
continued and assured that its effect is taken 
for granted, renders possible this raising of 
trust to the degree of a slated economical 
power. 
It is a late effect of that liberation 


which civil institutions, and tho victorious 
unity of civil 
virtue in them, secure,—a 


liberation by no means to be found in 
Kousseau'g ''natural liberty." That it de- 
mands more of what made it,—that when in- 
ventive skill has created tho locomotive en- 
gine, another skill must manage and make 
it safe,—that without this 
rising to an 


equality with our own work, we shall bo 
mastered and mangled by 
it,—is under- 


stood. 
But the fact remains; credit is a 


product of social virtue, as tho ongiue of 
invention and mechanic skill, and it exists 
as the diploma of civilization, attesting that 
it hfis graduated with tbat degree. —[North 
American lleriew, for October.

Tho charge against 
Harrington, Whiteley and the others was 
that they had hired burglars to rob the dirt 
trict safe of important docmuouts and de- 
liver them to Mr, Columbus Alexandra, one 
of the most active enemies of the ring. Tho 
object of this was to give (he impression 
that Alexander procured (he robbery, and 
thus to break down the character of the 
parties who were lighting the ring. Sir. 
Alexander had no difficulty in clearing him- 
self of the matter, and District Attorney 
Harrington and Whiteley and Netlleship of 
thfl secret service wore put on trial for con- 
spiracy to injure his repfltatiou. 
Whitolcy 


and Nettloship hnvo boon turned out of tho 
sscret service- and the force reorganized. 


QUACK 
MSMJSMISS. 


Col. Forney lias retired from journalism, 


having sold n controlling interest in tho 
Philadelphia Press to Col. Alexander Mc- 
Cluro. If his views of finance and trade are 
fairly represented by his letter from London 
to tho Press sinco the November elections 
tho country loses but little in his evacua- 
tion of the editorial sanctum. Ho says 
that it was tho panic of last year that caused 
the Republican reverses, and he considers 
the remedy to bo tho suspension of pay- 
ments on tho public debt, the increase of 
paper money, and tho increase of our debts 
to build unprofitable railroads. 
In his own 


words,— 


"The American people have declared that 


they waul the moans by which to live, and 
this can bo furnished by tho simple process 
of stopping the reduction of the public debt, 
increasing 
the circulating medium, and 


building our transcontinental railroads." 


Col. Forney belongs to a class of pinch- 


beck economists whu see no connection be- 
tween the individual and the state or be- 
tweau put nnd present. In prescribing 
for tho nation's difficulties they 
never re- 


gard the rules of private action nor do they 
piy any attention to the history of other 
nations. If a merchant who was badly in 
debt should find himself particniaily hard up 
at some timo and should undertake ti re- 
lieve himself by stopping (ill efforts to pay 
bis debts and then increase his liabilities by 
borrowing more money ho wo'ild be con- 
sidered either as a rogue or n. knave unless 
his embarrassments were of a temporary un- 
tnre, and his discount of tho future ns much 
for his creditors' advantage n; his own. 
But Col. Forney and the sophists of his 
school advise the nation to do what would 
be folly if not crime on the part of an in- 
dividual: 
The 
"circulating "medium'' as 


Col. Forney happily calls if, is not money. 
It is the evidence of debt. 
If the govern- 


ment printing press . should 
(strike 
off a 


billion dollars more of greenbacks no one 
would be any richer and the country would 
bo no richer. Many -people would imagine 
, 


they were richer nnd would incur needless 
expenses and bo only the worse off for it. 
Prices would rise, extravagance would bo 
promoted and in ten year;: there would be

FALL WOKKFOKTliE 


AM hardy grape vines should bo loft on 


tb« trellis over AViuter. 
They bhoukl bo 


trimmed uow, auil secured well for uext 
Suuimer'ri growth. To put down ft vine is 
to hurt it. Tho least strain will be felt, nud 
if forced more, especially if tho CP.UC.S ore 
upright and of large growth, in which case 
they are brittle, thero .will he serious hurt, 
ercu if tho nplittiug or tho breaking of tho 
hark ie avoided, which it is often difficult to 
do. Sorts liko tho Oiinlou aro accustomed to 
the cold, cud will stand tho lowest temper- 
ature of our latitude, kduce better uudte- 
turhdd; but tho tender nud hftlf-lmrdy sorts 
aeed protection. 


Now is the time for mulching tho small 


fruit trees and borry bushes, iucluding grape 
Tines, currants, etc. Nothing is so good for 
strawberries as evergreen boughs. This will 
prevent smothering, au0 yet be a check to 
the frost. We have always had tho best of 


' success iu thia way. AH othar fruits are best 


treated to a coat of leaves. It is tho natural 
pabulum, and is a protection against the 
frost. Removed in the Spring, the ground 
will he found rich and mellow. 
Uut it does 


not want to he remold, but forked in with 
tlio ground in tho Spring. 
Now a little 


ground should be thrown on to hold them 
where exposed to tho wind. 
Tho refuse.of 


th* garden is also an excellent inulch. It 
is best to loosen the ground before applying. 


The present time is a good one for ditch- 


iug. The ground ia dry, and farmers have 
the time now for doing the work. In ditch- 
ing, tha work is thrown away unless it is 
dono well. A closed ditch is no ditch. 
The 


work, therefore should he done by exper- 
ie'acsd hands. Tile is generally preferred to 
s'oue or any other material. This branch of 
farming, which underlies the rest, should 
not be neglected. It is tho sura cure if well 
done of the heaving effect of the frost in 
the Spring, saving grass lands and Winter 
grain, arii aids also in withstanding the 
drought—to nay nothing of reclaiming 
worthless, swampy laud; 


The garden should have been ploughed, or 


better spaded, before now. If uot done, do 
it ai ouco, if dry enough; iu no caso plough 
when wet. 
Cover with what manure is 


wanted, and leave till Spring. If lime or 
i ilt is needed—an 1 moat of our gardens nissd 
it—apply immediately after ploughing and 
mix with the top-soil with rake or harrow; 
then apply tho mnmiro. Lime and manure 
do not want to he in contact exposed to the 


. air, a.3 tho alkali will expel tlio strength of 


tho manure, its better part. 


The ground is iu good condition for Fall 


ploughing, that i-s it is dry, an important 
point, though it is not so considered gener- 
ally: tho frost, it is thought, will correct all; 
but it will not, only measurably. Better 
hare the laud dry and lumpy,us theelemeuls 
ara sure to raduco all to a mellow couditior, 
unless previously hurt. There aro those 
who say late Fall ploughing uf sod is pref- 
erable to Spring ploughing for corn. It bas 
much the effect of [Spring ploughing with 
the mellowing influence of tho frost on the 
surface besides favoring a better start nt 
planting, the soil beiug less raw. 


When wheat fields are exposed to the cold 


winds, a covering of straw will bu a protec- 
tion besides affording food for ihe plant, lu 
some sections this in practical as a rule. 
Some; apply ft thin coat of fine manure. This 
is still better where the land uoed;i if- as it 
generally does. 
It is work done atn profit. 


Wheat can again be made a sure crop with 
us, but it wants the nutriment; it. also wants 
protection from the frost; this is, however, 
best in under-draining. 


The great point in tho raiding of young 


stock is to aoe that the growth is unchecked; 
for what is lost can never bo replaced; tho 
animal will bo so much the smidlur. 
This 


accounts for much of our puny sto-.-k. 
And 


the Full, as wall as the Winter, and the 
Spring, is the time when young stock needs 
attention, which, however, it seldom suf- 
ficiently gets. 
What it loses in the Ksill it 


in not apt to rugflin during tho Win tor tind 
Spring. Keep good. Feed well, that is, 
ragnlarly, good food sufficient not to keep 
the stock through, but to keep it growing. 
This, it is true, will cost feed, but it will be 
at a profit. Good hay, with a little graiu or 
roots will do it—better and cheaper thau oil 
cake at present prices, us it contains move 
nutriment for the cost, and is especially 
calculated, from its superior proportion of 
nitrogenous matter, 
for young growing 


stock. Shelter well, which is food eavrd. 
These aro plain facts; out they are w.'ll 
understood and practiced by tho-'e who have 
success in raisins young stock. No others 
have success.—[Utica Herald.
